'Sadist’ awaits fate 

Psych expert takes stand at Baumgarte sentencing 


Sentencing began 
Thursday for an Alberta 
man who dressed up as a 
police officer before he 
kidnapped and sexually 
assaulted a teenager last 
year. 

A psychiatrist says Gerard 
Baumgarte, who dressed up 
as a police officer before 
kidnapping and sexually as¬ 
saulting a 16-year-old girl, is 
a sexual sadist. 

Baumgarte, who is 57, 
pleaded guilty last fall to six 
charges in relation to the 
abduction in February 2009, 
including impersonating a 
police officer and assault 


with a weapon. 

Court heard he was 
dressed as a constable and 
was driving a car equipped 
with flashing lights when 
he picked up a 16-year-old 
girl on her way home from 
a convenience store. 

He sexually assaulted her 
over a span of 46 hours be¬ 
fore dropping her off at a 
Red Deer shopping mall. 

Sentencing arguments 
were expected to last two 
days. 

Court heard last year that 
Baumgarte had fantasized 
about kidnapping someone. 
As well, he had always

wanted to be a police offi¬ 
cer, but couldn’t become 
one because he was not a 
Canadian citizen. 

The girl, who cannot be 
named, was driving home 
from the store when Baum¬ 
garte pulled her over just 
outside her home. 


He told her he was going 
to write her a ticket because 
the licence plate on her ve¬ 
hicle was expired. Baum¬ 
garte asked the girl to get 
into his car. 

Once inside, he pulled a 
knife and cut her cheek, 
tied her up and put blaclced- 
out ski goggles on her face. 
He then put the girl in the 
trunk and took her to his 
house. When he finally re¬ 
leased her, he gave her 
some money so she could 
call her family. He was ar¬ 
rested the next day while 
driving in Red Deer.

races coming to Edmonton 
in only a few months, a 
new title sponsor has 
stepped into the spotlight.

Jerry Chenkin, executive 
vice-president of Honda 
Canada Inc., said the agree¬ 
ment was only for one year 
because the Indy race con¬ 
tract with Northlands 
would expire after this sea¬ 
son. 

He added that he believes 
the races will continue in 
Edmonton, and that Honda 
will continue their support. 

“We are investing in Hon¬ 
da’s brand image in the 
province of Alberta, partic¬ 
ularly in Edmonton,” said 
Chenkin. 

“So we don’t hope to 
make money out of this.” 

The Honda Indy Edmon¬ 
ton races will take place 
from July 23-25, with three- 
day ticket packages on sale 
now.

U.S. lawmakers condemn health care-related threats 


U.S. House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi on Thursday 
condemned vandalism 
and threats against mem¬ 
bers of Congress who vot¬ 
ed to overhaul the health¬ 
care system. Republicans 
joined in, telling people to 
calm down and saying 
they too were being 
targeted in an increasingly 
venomous political atmos¬ 
phere. 

“I don’t want this to be a 
distraction” to the work of 
Congress, Pelosi said. But 
she also asserted that such 
violence and threats of 
reprisal have “no place in a 
civil debate in our country” 
and must be rejected. 

Her sentiments were 
echoed minutes later by 
House Republican leader 
John Boehner, who said that 
while many are angry over 
the health care measure, 


“threats and violence 
should not be part of a polit¬ 
ical debate.” 

At least four Democratic 
offices in New York, Arizona 
and Kansas were struck and 
at least 10 members of Con¬ 
gress have reported some 
sort of threats, including 
obscenity-laced phone mes¬ 
sages, congressional leaders 
have said. No arrests have 
been reported. 

The House’s No. 3 Repub¬ 
lican, Eric Cantor of 
Virginia, said at a 
brief news con¬ 
ference Thurs¬ 
day that some¬ 
one fired a bul¬ 
let through a 
window of his 
campaign office in 
Richmond and he has re¬ 
ceived threatening emails. 

Responding to Democrats 
who have accused Republi¬ 


cans of being too slow to 
condemn the attacks 
against lawmakers, he 
stressed that security 
threats are not a partisan is¬ 
sue. “To use such threats as 
political weapons is repre¬ 
hensible,” he said. The ac¬ 
tions against Democrats 
have included racial slurs 
thrown at black lawmakers, 
email and phone death 
threats and bricks thrown 
through regional office win¬ 
dows.

custody. 

In 2008, the U.S. charged 
Mohammed with murder 
and war crimes in connec¬ 
tion with the Sept. 11, 

2001 attacks on the U.S. 
Pentagon officials have 
said they will seek the 
death penalty for him. 
Four of his fellow plotters 
are also in custody.

Back treatment ads 
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These days, it’s hard to 
miss the transit ads, radio 
commercials, and full- 
page newspaper ads, 
promising relief for back 
pain. They’re marketing 
something called “non- 
surgical decompression 
therapy,” with headlines 
that claim the treatment 
comes “with a guaranteed 
success rate between 80 
and 90 percent!” 

This baclc-pain treat¬ 
ment is a high-tech form 


of traction. Patients get 
strapped onto a table that 
pulls apart the vertebrae, 
supposedly allowing dam¬ 
aged discs to be rehydrat¬ 
ed, and move back into po¬ 
sition. The treatment is 
not cheap — up to $5,000 
for 20 sessions. 

In Oregon, the Attorney 
General’s office looked at 
the science behind the 
claims, and cracked down 
on the manufacturer of 
one of the more popular 
decompression tables, the 
DRX-9000. 

Some back clinics claim 
the DRX-9000 relieves 
back pain because it’s 
based on the spinal de¬ 
compression that occurs 
to astronauts in space. 
However, astronaut Julie 
Payette actually gets back

pain while in space. 

So, what can you believe 
when it comes to healing 
back pain? We spoke to a 
dozen experts — from chi¬ 
ropractors to spinal sur¬ 
geons — and they all sug¬ 
gested exploring cheaper 
alternatives like massage, 
chiropractic, physiothera¬ 
py and Pilates. 

We also talked to one of 
Canada’s best-known back 
doctors, spinal surgeon 
Hamilton Hall, and he’s 
got some tips if you’re suf¬ 
fering from back pain. 

No. 1? Stay out of bed. 
Inactivity only makes 
things worse. Hall sug¬ 
gests you try moving or 
stretching in directions 
that reduce the pain. Sur¬ 
prisingly, in most cases, 
the more you move, the 


less it hurts. 

Good posture helps a lot. 
Keep the natural curve in 
your low back when you 
sit; use a lumbar roll. 

Always remember that 
the spine is very strong 
and very well protected. It 
takes a great deal of trau¬ 
ma to cause serious injury. 
If it hurts, don’t panic. 

And the best news of all, 
80 per cent of all back in¬ 
juries heal themselves, 
within a few months.

Use of firearms declines 
in robberies: StatsCan 


Robbers are less likely to 
use guns these days, Statis¬ 
tics Canada says. 

Firearms were used in 
only 14 per cent of rob¬ 
beries in 2008, compared 
with 20 per cent a decade 
earlier, the agency report¬ 
ed Thursday. 

Statistics Canada says 
the kinds of robberies 
have 

evolved as 
well 
with 
com- 
mercial 
rob¬ 
beries declin¬ 
ing and 
home inva¬ 
sions rising. 

Police re¬ 
ported about 
32,000 rob¬ 
beries in 2008, 
accounting for seven per 
cent of all violent crimes 
but, overall, the number of 
robberies was diminishing. 

Robbeiy is defined as a 
theft that involves violence 
or the threat of violence. 

Statistics have consis¬ 
tently shown that general 
crime numbers have been 
on the decline for years. 



That has not stopped the 
Conservative government 
in Ottawa from making 
tougher penalties for crim¬ 
inals a centrepiece of its 
strategy — a strategy sup¬ 
ported by most Canadians, 
according 

to 

public 
opin¬ 
ion polls. 

In its latest re¬ 
port, Statistics 
Canada says the 
police-reported 
robbeiy rate dropped 
per cent from 1999, 
with most of the decline 
between 1999 and 2002, 
four years before the To¬ 
ries took power. 

The StatsCan study says 
robberies committed with 
weapons other than 
firearms — most common¬ 
ly knives — accounted for 
29 per cent of all incidents 
in 2008. No weapon was in¬ 
volved in the remaining 57 
per cent. 

The highest city rates of 
police-reported robbery 
were all in the west: Win¬ 
nipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Vancouver and Edmonton.

internet Type “Falun Gong” 
in Chinese into Google’s 
search engine from Beijing, 
and the browser becomes 
unresponsive for about a 
minute. Do it from Hong 
Kong, and you’ll get plenty 
of links to the spiritual 
movement banned. 

Internet users in main¬ 
land China and Hong Kong 
now share the same Google 
search site, but their experi¬ 
ences continue to widely 
differ, particularly on topics 
deemed sensitive by Chi¬ 
na’s Communist leaders. 
The difference is that the 
government, rather than 
Google Inc., is now doing 
the censoring. 

The findings in a recent 
Associated Press test offer 
insights into the sophistica¬ 


tion with which China uses 
its complex “Great Fire¬ 
wall” to filter its citizens’ 
online view of the world. 

Recent searches for taboo 
topics from Beijing general¬ 
ly produced “page cannot 
be displayed” errors. The 
user’s browser stops work¬ 
ing for about a minute, 
longer if one tries to access 
forbidden sites in quick suc¬ 
cession. It’s not just the 
links to those sites that 
don’t work; the results 
don’t come back at all. 

English-language sites 
have a greater chance of 
slipping through, because 
the government is more 
concerned about the major¬ 
ity of citizens who speak on¬ 
ly Chinese.

Toyota recalls 


A special panel of U.S. fed¬ 
eral judges is being asked 
Thursday to consolidate 
before a single court 
dozens of proposed class- 
action lawsuits filed by 
Toyota owners who say 
the value of their vehicles 
has plummeted after mil¬ 
lions were recalled for 
safety fixes. 

The decision, expected 
in about two weeks by the

head will no longer be toler¬ 
ated in the NHL. 

League disciplinarian Col¬ 
in Campbell has been given 
the power to hand out sup¬ 
plemental discipline for hits 
on unsuspecting players 
where the primary point of 
contact is the head. 

It was officially handed to 
him Thursday when the ex¬ 
ecutive board of the NHL 
Players’ Association an¬ 
nounced that it supported 
the endorsement of the five 
player representatives on 
the competition committee. 


The league’s board of gover¬ 
nors had already granted its 
unanimous support. 

The rule took effect im¬ 
mediately. 

“We believe this is the 
right thing to do for the 
game and for the safety of 
our players,” NHL commis¬ 
sioner Gary Bettman said in 
a statement. “The elimina¬ 
tion of these types of hits 
should significantly reduce 
the number of injuries, in¬ 
cluding concussions, with¬ 
out adversely affecting the 
level of physicality in the 
game.” the Canadian press

efreshing. That’s 
the way Patrick 
Chan is — re¬ 
freshingly hon¬ 
est. And he dis¬ 
cusses matters in such a 
way that he separates 
himself from most other 
elite athletes out there. 

“It stinks,” he said of his 
fifth-place finish at the 
Vancouver Olympics. 
“Then it settles in and you 
understand that you’re 
not the only star here, 
Patrick. You’re not the on¬ 
ly one working his butt 
off to get somewhere.” 

That qualifies as an 


epiphany. 

It seems the Olympic 
experience actually 

meant something deeper 
than a medal chase and 
an endorsement deal to 
Canada’s top male figure 
skater. 

This is the same skater 
who struggled with injury 
and parted with a long 
time coach just prior to 
the Games. 

Chan is a gifted world 
championship silver 
medallist who once won¬ 
dered aloud if he could 
commit another four 
years to the dream once 
Vancouver was over. 

“The Olympics trans¬ 
form you,” Chan pro¬ 
claimed, his eyes the size 
of frying pans. 

“No one can explain it 
to you. They are a differ¬ 
ent kind of animal. Being 
with so many other ath¬ 
letes and seeing what 


they are capable of ... the 
biathletes, speedslcaters 
and ski jumpers, well, it 
motivates you to go on.” 

So at the world figure 
skating championships 
here in Turin, Chan is 
plotting a course. He 
claims it will take him to 
the next Olympics in Rus¬ 
sia in four years. He’s talk¬ 
ing about getting the 
highly coveted quad 
jump, yes, but he’s also 
looking into a crystal ball 
and likes what he sees. 

“There’s definitely no 
outside pressure on me,” 
Chan said. 

“Here it’s all about me. 
I definitely want to win 
and think I can.” 

That’s the key. In spite 
of what unfolds in the 
present Chan believes he 
can win in the future. 
Something happened to 
him at the Olympics and 
it served to change his 


mind. 

It made him full of won¬ 
der again. 

“I saw that one day I 
could dominate,” he fig¬ 
ured. 

“I saw that I could one 
day leave a lasting impres¬ 
sion on my sport.” 

Chan is only 19 years 
old. His words have some¬ 
times been misinterpret¬ 
ed as hastily conceived or 
even worse — false brava¬ 
do. 

Watching him closely 
now, one is left with a 
completely different im¬ 
pression. 

He is a supremely tal¬ 
ented kid who actually 
speaks the plain truth.

review When filmmakers 
Chris Sanders and Dean 
DeBlois set out to make 
How to Train Your Dragon, 
they insisted they wanted 
to “up the age” of the pop¬ 
ular book series. Now, the 
question is, did they go too 
far? 

Adapted from Cressida 
Cowell’s children’s novels, 


Dragon tells a simple story 
about a wimpy, young 
Viking named Hiccup 
(Canuck actor Jay Baruchel) 
who just can’t live up to the 
expectations of his macho 


father (Gerard Butler). In 
fact, even when he sets out 
to slay a wounded dragon 
and gain his rightful place 
of honour, he instead makes 
a fire-breathing friend in the 


formidable beast. 

There’s no doubt the film, 
with its simplistic plot and 
thematic familiarity, is still 
aimed at children, but 
there’s a level of detail here 


that is often missing in to¬ 
day’s family features. 

For one, it begins with 
the animation. Meticulously 
crafted, Dragon’s dark 
themes and stunning 3-D 


animation of battle se¬ 
quences may even perhaps 
be a bit frightening to the 
littlest of ones. 

In fact, the superfluous 
amount of over-the-top fly¬ 
ing sequences and overload 
of action upstage a fairly or¬ 
dinary story. In this case, it 
helps — as does the fact 
that Vikings and dragons 
are still a novelty in the 
family genre when com¬ 
pared to say, ogres or pets. 

That, along with fairly ef¬ 
fective casting (Butler’s 
gruff grumble is perfect, 
Baruchel sounds like he’s 
imitating Christian Slater), 
should make Dragon fresh 
enough to keep audiences 
entertained.

Despite being a remake of 
a French film, the new 
movie from Atom Egoyan 
bears all the earmarks of 
the director's work. 

Continuing his career- 
long examination of sexual 
taboos and miscommunica- 
tion he’s made a movie that 
is part sexual Scheherazade, 
part Single White Female 
but is also his most straight¬ 
forward movie in years. 

Starring Amanda Seyfried 
as an escort hired by 
Catherine (Julianne Moore) 
to test her husband’s (Liam 
Neeson) fidelity, it’s a 
steamy thriller the director 
calls “an extreme examina¬ 
tion of how to re-eroticize a 
marriage.” Add to that a lay¬ 


er of sexual obsession and 
you get a film that feels like 
a throwback to the erotic 
thrillers of a couple of 
decades ago. 

Egoyan has crafted a fea¬ 
ture that breathes the same 
air as Fatal Attraction and 
Basic Instinct — films made 
when the director was busy 
making his own subtly sex¬ 
ual films like Exotica. At the 
time Roger Ebert wrote, 
“There is a quality in all of 
his work that resists the su¬ 
perficial and facile. Even at 


the very start, he wasn’t in¬ 
terested in simple stoiy- 
telling.” Until now, Roger, 
until now. 

There is no question that 
Egoyan is as gifted a film¬ 
maker as we have working 
in this country, but Chloe, 
I’m afraid doesn’t denote a 
high-water mark in his fil¬ 
mography. 

He does, however, bring 
much to the table. The film 
is gorgeous to look at — 
from the beauty shots of 
Toronto, to the collective 


“wowness” of the cast. 

To match the rich visuals 
he’s brought his own sensi¬ 
bility to the story, and in¬ 
stead of simply remaking 
Nathalie, the French film 
Chloe is based on, he has 
populated the plot with 
strong female characters. 
And, as befits any erotic 
thriller there are twists and 
turns galore. 

Unfortunately most of 
them will be obvious to any¬ 
one who has ever read a Joe 
Eszterhas script and that is 
the film’s Achilles’ Heel. 

The movie’s closing mo¬ 
ments play like a pre¬ 
dictable B-movie, albeit a 
highbrow one, but a B- 
movie nonetheless. 

Chloe marks the first 
time Egoyan has worked 
from a script that he didn’t 
write and despite its ups — 
nice performances and 
beautiful photography — it 
made me yearn for the au¬ 
teur of the Exotica years 
who would have made an 
uncompromising movie 
with a more dramatic end¬ 
ing.

The title character of 
Noah Baumbach’s Green¬ 
berg would be a lot easi¬ 
er to hate if he didn’t 
have such nice friends. 

The question the movie 
fails to answer, however, is 
why such nice friends keep 
sticking with him — or 
why the audience should. 

Ben Stiller immerses 
himself in Roger Green¬ 
berg, a middle-aged lost lit¬ 
tle boy, an ornery New 
Yorker transplanted to Los 
Angeles — after a brief 
stint in a psychiatric ward 
— to housesit for his 
brother. 

Greenberg is simultane¬ 
ously hostile and fragile,

raging at the world 
through putdowns, criti¬ 
cisms and complaint let¬ 
ters to any corporation he 
comes into contact with. 

That the audience — and 
his onscreen friends — 
finds anything to sympa¬ 
thize with is a testament to 
Stiller’s undervalued dra¬ 
matic chops. 

About those friends: 
There’s his longtime bud¬ 
dy, Ivan (Rhys Ifans), 


whose once-hopeful music 
career was scuttled by one 
of Greenberg’s panic at¬ 
tacks and who now mopes 
around as a struggling fa¬ 
ther and rock-and-roll 
could-have-been. 

Ifans plays wounded and 
forgiving well, so much so 
that the endless second 
chances he gives Green¬ 
berg seem completely be¬ 
lievable — especially since 
his lot in life is the clearest 
collateral from Green¬ 
berg’s self-absorption. 

Then there’s Florence 
(Greta Gerwig), his broth¬ 
er’s twentysomething as¬ 
sistant, reluctantly drawn 
to Greenberg against her 
better instincts. 

It’s Ivan and Florence’s 
ability to tolerate Green¬ 
berg that allow him to be a 
real character and not just 
a caricature of unpleasant¬ 
ness.

John Cusack, Rob 
Corddry, and Craig Robin¬ 
son star as a group of mid¬ 
dle-aged friends whose lives 
peaked in the ’80s with a 
trip to a ski lodge. 

After a particularly bad 
week involving new ex- 
wives, infidelity, and a sui¬ 
cide attempt, they decide to 
return to the lodge (along 
with a young tag played by 
Clark Duke), only to discov¬ 
er a dilapidated town offer¬ 
ing as much promise as 
their unfortunate lives. 

Fortunately, spilling an il¬ 
legal energy drink on their 
hot tub (don’t ask) sends 


them back to an ’80s ski 
comedy complete with bad 
hair, cheesy music, and evil 
jocks obsessed with Red 
Dawn. Appearing 20 to 
everyone else, they all have 
to act exactly as they did be¬ 
fore, leading to tear-filled 
infidelity for Robinson, Cu¬ 
sack regressing into a 
trench-coat misfit, and 
Corddry stealing the movie 
as a hookers ’n’ blow-loving 
alpha male. 

Director Steve Pink fills 
nearly every frame with an 
homage to ’80s comedy. 

It wasn’t exactly a time of 
cinematic excellence, but 
that’s part of the joke and 
the aimless fun of those 
films is perfectly recreated. 

Sure, it’s all pointless and 
disposable, but the laughs 
come too quickly to notice. 

It’s hard to care about 
dramatic subtleties when 
you’re busy laughing at a 
grown man projectile vom¬ 
iting on a squirrel.

The joys of spring 


Hole, MGMT highlight new releases

N ow that we’ve left 
winter behind — 
technically, any¬ 
way — it’s time to 
start looking ahead to 
some of the spring’s big 
rock releases. Sadly, 
though, there aren’t a lot 
of them. 

Pop still rules the music 
cycle and many major 
bands are either coming to 
the end of their release- 
and-touring schedule 
(Niclcelbaclc, Kings of Leon, 
Coldplay, Green Day) while 
others have gone to 
ground completely (Nine 
Inch Nails comes to mind).

Hole and ex-Smashing 
Pumpkins — is finally 
ready to reveal an extreme¬ 
ly ambitious and solo proj¬ 
ect that involves music (in 
both digital and physical 
forms), film, photography, 
a comic and live perform¬ 
ances. As she told me, “I 
wanted to offer an artistic 
experience with multiple 
points of entry.” 

Congratulations, MGMT 
(April 13): Faced with hav¬ 
ing to follow up Oracular 
Spectacular with some¬ 
thing, er, equally spectacu¬ 
lar, MGMT elected to veer 
off into a completely differ¬ 
ent direction, creating a 
record that’s meant to be 
consumed as a hole rather 
than in bite-sized chunks 
of singles. Bold. 

Red Light Fever, Taylor 
Hawkins and the Coattail 
Riders (April 20): While 
his boss is off playing with 
Them Crooked Vultures 
(among others), Foo Fight¬ 
ers drummer Taylor 
Hawkins leads a band 
through a record filled 
with ’70s-inspired power 
pop. Guests include Brian

May and Roger Dean of 
Queen, Elliot Easton of the 
Cars and, of course, Dave 
Grohl. 

Nobody’s Daughter, 
Hole (April 27): She’s 
baaacck! Courtney Love is 
finally ready with a Hole 
album, the first since 
1998’s Celebrity Skin. Al¬ 
though she’s the only orig¬ 
inal member of Hole in the 
band, what I’ve heard so 
far sounds pretty solid. 
Skinny Little B— has done 
quite well as the first sin¬ 
gle. Listen for a Billy Cor- 
gan co-write called Saman¬ 
tha very soon.

there was Page’s drug ar¬ 
rest (the charges were 
eventually dropped) and 
the ’09 announcement that 
he was leaving the band 
that he helped found more 
than 20 years prior. 

Those involved at the 
time said that scheduling 
had become a headache for 
the band, and Page said he 
wanted to pursue solo op¬ 
portunities. The parting 
was said to be amicable.

Shakeup inspired Jones on The Fall

Norah Jones doesn't feel it 
was brave of her to record 
her latest album, The Fall, 
with a brand new set of 
musicians, even though 
changing even one player 
can have an enormous ef¬ 
fect on a band from the 
chemistry to the sound. 

“For me, it needed to 
happen,” says Jones. “It was 
time for me to mix it up 


and try new things. All the 
people I’ve played with, it 
was time for them to try 
new things too, I think.” 

Although the N.Y.C.- 
based singer-pianist didn’t 
know any of the players be¬ 
fore she got in the studio 
with them and producer 
Jacquire King (Kings of 
Leon, Modest Mouse, Tom 
Waits), Jones says every¬ 
body was really nice and 
she felt comfortable giving 
direction. 

“Some musicians take di¬ 


rection well and get better 
with a little bit of insight 
from the person they’re 
playing with; some people 
do better just going on in¬ 
stinct and as soon you ask 
them to change one thing, 
it doesn’t work anymore,” 
says Jones. “Everybody’s dif¬ 
ferent. I learned that.” 

Jones was first viewed as a 
jazz artist when she de¬ 
buted in 2002 with Come 
Away With Me and then 
threw in some country 
flavour on 2004’s Feels Like 


Home, both of which main¬ 
ly featured other people’s 
songs. For the next, 2006’s 
Not Too Late, she wrote 
every single one, some as 
co-writes; same with 2009’s 
The Fall, which ranges from 
the swinging rock ’n’ roll of 
It’s Gonna Be to the soft sul¬ 
try pop of Chasing Pirates. 

“The last couple of 
records have been all my 
songs and it’s been reward¬ 
ing. I feel encouraged as a 
songwriter,” she says. 

Jones, who turns 31 at the 


end of the month, has sold 
a staggering 40 million al¬ 
bums worldwide. What 
keeps her motivated? 

“I like what I do,” she says 
simply. “I like the music. 


The minute the music gets 
boring or I don’t like it, I’m 
not going to do it anymore. 
That’s why I have to keep 
trying new things and 
change it up.”

Biopic gets to the Cherry centre 


The Don Cherry that most 
Canadians know is the out- 
sized personality from 
Coach’s Corner, the vocifer¬ 
ous hockey icon who 
favours hard hits and flam¬ 
boyant threads. 

And Cherry is fine with 
that. It’s revealing the other 
side of his life, as he will in 
the upcoming two-part 
CBC-TV biopic Keep Your 
Head Up, Kid: The Don 
Cherry Story, that worries 
him. 

“Tell you the 
truth, that’s one 
of the reasons I 
didn’t want to 
do the movie,” 

Cherry told The 
Canadian Press 
in an interview 
at CBC headquar¬ 
ters Wednesday. 

“People like myself 
don’t want to have it laid 
out there for people to see 
and criticize.... That’s why I 
really, for four years, I 
wouldn’t do the movie. No¬ 
body likes to see their per¬ 
sonal life put out to every¬ 
body.” 

But Cherry, 76, eventual¬ 
ly gave the film the go- 
ahead because it was his 
son, Tim, who wrote the 
screenplay and wanted his 
father’s story to make it to 
the screen. 

Keep Your Head Up, Kid 
follows Cherry through his 
childhood, his tumultuous 
minor-league playing ca¬ 
reer, his (tumultuous again) 
stint as a head coach in the 
AHL and NHL and his tran¬ 
sition into broadcasting 
with the CBC, where he’s 
been since 1980. 


Jared Keeso of Listowel, 
Ont., plays Cherry from his 
hockey-playing days 

through the decades that 
followed with the aid of 
makeup, prosthetics and a 
wig, while Sarah Manninen 
portrays Cherry’s late wife, 
Rose. 

Cherry hasn’t seen the 
film yet. He says he’ll want 
to be alone when he watch¬ 
es it on Sunday and Monday 
— although he’ll have com¬ 
pany from his 
beloved bull ter¬ 
rier. 

“I’m gonna 
be watching 
it in my 
basement 
with Blue 
and my gold¬ 
fish,” Cherry 
said. “I feel like I 
should do that be¬ 
cause I don’t know how 
I’m going to accept it, and I 
don’t want anybody 
around.” 

Much of the film might 
be tough to take for Cherry, 
who has read the script. He 
says Manninen bears an un¬ 
canny resemblance to the 
real Rose, who died in 1997. 
And he says that revisiting 
his own life story has made 
him realize how selfish he 
had been, putting his career 
ahead of his family. 

Indeed, the film doesn’t 
gloss over Cherry’s mis¬ 
steps.

Chicken Salad 
with Dates and 
Minted Yogurt 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en breasts 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 tsp ground mace 

3 tbsp olive oil 

1 romaine lettuce, torn 
150 g arugula 

4 scallions, sliced 
398 mL can artichoke 
hearts, drained and halved 
8 mint sprigs, chopped, 
plus extra to garnish 

1 cup plain yogurt 
4 tbsp mixed seeds 
(sunflower, sesame, etc) 
100 g dried pitted dates, 
sliced 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Put 
chicken in shallow roast¬ 
ing pan. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, garlic, mace 
and oil, then turn over to 
distribute seasonings. 

2. Broil chicken until well 
browned on both sides. 
Test by piercing thickest 
part with point of knife; 


juices should run clear 
and flesh should be white, 
not pink. Leave chicken in 
pan. 

3. Meanwhile, mix lettuce, 
arugula, scallions and arti¬ 
choke hearts. Divide salad 
among four plates. Mix 
mint into yogurt and set 
aside. 

4. Turn chicken over and 
sprinkle with seeds, press¬ 
ing on with spoon. Grill 
for 10-20 seconds to heat 
and brown seeds. Add 
dates and stir with seeds 
and juices around chicken. 

5. Slice chicken and 
arrange on salads with 
dates and seeds, spooning 
over cooking juices. Driz¬ 
zle mint and yogurt dress¬ 
ing over and serve, 
garnished with mint.
